Illinois Bell Telephone company 
announced today that it is immedi- 
ately putting increased rates into 
effect In accordance with the Uli* 
nols state' law (Public Utilities Act). 
This action follows the receipts this 
morning by the Kane County Cir- 
cuit' Court of a mandate issued last 
week by the Illinois Supreme 
Court, which ruled in the 27-month- 
old Rllnois Bell request for an in- 
crease In Illinois rates. 

For most telephone customers — 
those with party line residence ser- 
vice—the increase as requested 
more than two years ago will 
amount to two cents a day, or less. 
Increases for basic residence ser- 
vice will range from SO to 78 cents. 
a month, depending on class of ser- 
vice. Business increases .will be 
$1.50 to $2 <5 lo 6V1 cents a day>. 
Thc only change affecting toll calls 
will be to reduce the initial talking 
period ' for short-haul toll calls of 
25c (5 units) or less, from 5 to 4 
minutes. 

It has been indicated, however, 
by ICC Chairman Perrine that the 
Commerce Commission will seek to 
obtain an injunction restraining the 
Company from charging the in- 
creased rates.' 

This is Illinois Bell's third jgen- 
eral rate increase since 1921, all 
coming since World War II during 
the period of constantly Increasing 
costs. This inflation period ha* 
forced Illinois Bell's cost of mate- 
rials and labor continuously up- 
ward. Wages and related costs 
alone have gone up more than $24,- 
000,000 on an annual basis since the 
previous Increase in the basic price 
of telephone service in Illinois in 
1949.

"We know now that Dwight Elsenhower was 
speaking with some conscious" exactness when he 
used the word 'crusade' to describe his career as 
soldier, candidate and President," wrote columnist 
Holmes Alexander recently. "The emphasis on 
militant morality or conquest for righteousness, al- 
ready noted by Mr. Elsenhower's friends, is now 
being remarked upon by his opponents," 

It is this crusading spirit which, more than any 
particular and specific Issue, distinguishes the Elsen- 
hower administration from its Immediate prede- 
cessors. And It is the crusading spirit which is 
giving substance, unity and direction to the policies, 
alms and actions of both the President and the men 
who are close to him. 

The new, president b a deeply religious man, 
and ancient .religious principles heavily Influence 
his thinking. To qtiote Mr. Alexander again, "His 
own ancestors were members of a' minority sect 
which migrated from Pennsylvania into Texas and 
Kansas, believing in the dignity of toil and never 
whimpering for the cold charity which governments 

often give in return for subservience Much 

of the President's hatred of Nazism and Communism 
seems to stem from the godlessness of those sys- 
tems." 

Here, certainly, is a key to what we expect of 
the Eisenhower leadership in both domestic and 
world affairs. And It does much to explain what 
the administration is now doing or trying to do in 
widely varied fields. 

The President, for example, wants economical 
government, thrifty government And this Is not 
only because it would save the taxpayers' money, 
Important 'as "that is. Going beyond the realm of 
dollars and cents, the President is convinced that 
the attitude of 'mind which encourages or fails to 
prevent waste and prodigality is the attitude of 
mind that could lead to a breakdown of the na- 
tional fiber and result In national ruin. He looks on 
graft and corruption in government — whether it be 
represented by the gift of a fur coat or a deal in- 
volving millions — in much the same way. 

The President is also, it is clear, a firm believer 
in the idea that the Lord helps those who help 



themselves. He Is 100 per cent opposed to the '.'give- 
away" philosophy. 

We have seen some very significant examples 
of that since the administration took office. One 
Is In the Department of Agriculture. Secretary 
Benson made it plain- that, In his estimation, price 
supports for farm products should be regarded as 
emergency measures, not as something farmers have 
coming as a matter of course. Some loud howls 
greeted this, but the Secretary got .many a pat on 
the back as Veil. 

Another is In the State Department. Nobody 
has a stronger desire to cement and strengthen the 
anti-communist countries than Mr. Dulles. Nobody 
Is more certain that the existence of the free world 
depends on this. But he made It clear that the 
Western European powers must do much more than 
has been the case so far, both to reconcile their dif- 
ferences and to build their military strength. The 
American Treasury, he pointed out In effect, is not 
a bottomless well. 

Finally, the general principle back of the Elsen- 
hower program as a whole Is that government should 
not do what private enterprise or local government 
or Individuals themselves can do. He wants lest 
centralized government, not more. He wants the 
people to be self-reliant instead of dependent It 
looks now as if this idea will be the hallmark of 

his administration.

You know folks there are grounds for being . 
dubious about how much wind or how much meat 
there was or Is in the gusty talks we been exposed 
to by' the lawmakers of this our native land. If we 
figure economy is In, and recklessness In spending 
our tax dincro is out the window — and we settle 
down to paying for our past 20 year spree — we are 
not as bright and alert or suspicious as folks should 
be, who have been so recent-like 3-shclled so flu- 
ently. If we take an eye off congress and don't turn 
a hand to help put a padlock on the U. S. Treasury 
door, we arc headed for the cleaners again.

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Motor Club Urges 
Passage of Laws 

Regulating Lights 

Changes In the Illinois "traffic law 
pertaining to lights on moving ve- 
hicles have been suggested by the 
Chicago Motor club. 

At present Illinois law requires 
that between sunset and sunrise 
every motor vehicle shall display 
two lighted lamps "visible at least 
500 feet in the direction" the vehi- 
cle 'Is proceeding. -This require-, 
ment is intended to enable pedes- 
trians and other motorists to see 
the car approaching. It does not 
mean that the lights on an automo- 
bile shall aid the driver to see ob- 
jects ahead of him. Two candles 
casting their light for' 500 feet 
would fulfill, the requirements * of 
•the present law. 

The changes proposed by the Chi- 
cago Motor club will require mo- 
torists to drive with lights of such 
intensity that they would be able 
to see at least 200 feet ahead. This 
means that the present. practice of 
driving with parking, lights would 
be prohibited Today, driving with 
parking lights does not' conflict 
'with the taw. , 

Another portion of the bill would 
make it mandatory to have lights 
not only during the period from 
Sunset to sunrise, but at any time 
when there is not sufficient light 
to provide visibility for 500 feet 
ahead, such as during rainstorms, 
fogs, drizzle or other adverse 
weather conditions.

Motor Club Urges 
Passage of Laws 

Regulating Lights 

: ■ 

Changes in the Illinois traffic law 
pertaining to lights on moving ve- 
hicles have been suggested by the 
Chicago Motor club, 

At present Illinois low requires 
that between sunset and sunrise 
every motor vehicle shall, display 
two lighted lamps "visible at least 
500 feet in the direction" the vehi- 
cle Is "- proceeding. * This require- 
ment is intended to enable pedes- 
trians and other motorists to see 
the car approaching. It docs not 
mean that the lights on an automo- 
bile shall aid, the driver to see ob- 
jects ahead of him. Two candles 
casting their light for' 500 feet 
would fulfill the requirements of 
the present law. 

The changes proposed by the Chi- 
cago Motor club will require mo- 
torists to drive with lights of such 
intensity that they would be able 
to see at least 200 feet ahead. This 
means that the present -practice of 
driving with parking lights would 
be prohibited. Todayi driving with 
parking lights does not* conflict 
with the law. 

Another portion of the bill would 
make it mandatory to have lights 
not only during the period from 
Sunset to 3unrlse, but at any time 
when there Is not sufficient light 
to provide visibility for 500 feet 
ahead, such as during rainstorms, 
fogs, drizzle or other adverse 
weather conditions,
